| The instructive feature of this is 
jue facilitics afforded by trade im- 
,fedimerts for. the formation of 
“Linations. In tke instance quoted it 
“wes necessary. to carry thegrain,,ont 
of the country and’ back again. But 
‘it is not likely that the Canadian ele- 
vator would remain partly idle when 
the business covld be secured again 
by giving up the thirteen cents or 
fourteen cents per bushel and treat- 
ing its patrons fairly. “It will not ke 
necessary in future for the Canadian 
farmers to take their, grain abroad. 
The mere fact that they can do so 
when necessary will secure them fair 
treatment at home. What has been 
accomplished by the railway ‘in this 
case will be accomplished by tariff 
relief in many other cases. The mere 
possibility of trade will prevent  ex- 
tortion. That is why so much money 
is being spent to perpetuate the ob- 
stacles. Mr. Sharpe went on to de- 
clare that while in Manitoba, along 
the boundary line, land was worth $20 
to $25 and in some cases $30 an acre, 
right across the line, on the Amer- 
ican side, on account of the better 
treatment which is accorded the far- 
mer in North Dakota, land is worth 
from $40 to $50 an acre. The best 
way to even up conditions will be to 
remove some of the artificial impedi- 
ments. With regard to the cattle in- 
dustry Mr. Sharpe made. a most sug- 
gestive declaration: 

“T “now numbers of farmers in my 
constituency who always in the past 
have kept from 75 to 100 head of cat- 
tle, but these men are selling out the- 
ir herds and going out of the business 
because the combines are rotl\.ing 
them of every dollar they should make 


com- 


[It goes without saying that the far- 


mers must keep stock in order to keep 
up the standard of their. land and if 
the cattle industry declines, so much 
the worst for general farming. There 
were 110,000 head of cattle shipped to 
the city of Winnipeg last year and all 
the farmers could get from the beef 
combine of that city was an average 
of $3.76 per hundred weight, while at 
the same time the average price of 
similar cattle in Chicago was $6.27 
per 100 pounds. — 

‘Mr, Sharpe quoted from the  find- 
ing of the Provincial Commission to 
the effect that cn each beast raised 
the farmer lost $5.80, the retail deal- 
ers made an average of $13.0 and 
the abattoir men, the great beef ccm- 
bine of Winnipeg made 323.10.
